I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1965* 

Mitford  and  Laun&itch  is  a  Rural  District  of  102,371  acres 
in  Mid  Norfolk.  The  main  industry  is  agriculture.  The  district 
comprises  some  forty  seven  parishes.  The  problems  of  providing 
such  an  area,  with  piped  mater  supply  and  mains  drainage  arc  many 
but  the  several  schemes  in  process  of  completion,  or  planning 
are  proceeding,  despite  the  inevitable  delays. 

The  building  programme  continued  but  in  nary  villages  the 
demand  outstripped  the  supply.  The  delay  at  the  Ministry  in 
the  authorisation  of  tenders  put  the  programme  further  behind. 

It  should  be  realised  that  with  the  lowered  age  of  marriage  and 
raised  birth  rate  in  the  immediate  post  war  years  more  homes 
will  be  needed.  The  provision  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
will  also  become  an  increasing  need.  Slum  Clearance  is  another 
problem  demanding  attention.  Only  23  houses  were  dea.lt  with 
in  1965  compared  with  60  in  1964* 


I  an  happy  to  report  that  there  is  still  10QL  meat  inspection, 
and  the  high  quality  of  the  animals  passing  through  our 
Slaughterhouses  has  been  maintained. 


1965  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Offices, 
Shops,  and  Railway  Premises  Let,  1 9^3*  Because  of  pressure  of 
work  in  other  fields  detailed  inspections  were  unable  to  be 
carried  out.  This  matter  is  receiving  attention.

The  adjusted  birth  rate  ( 1  7 •  00 )  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year  ( 1 6*2)  but  is  still  lower  than  the  national  rate. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  9*56  is  also  below  the  national  rate. 


There  were  five  infants  deaths  in  19t>5  compared  with  3  in 
1964  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  1 8.45*  Of  those 
five  infant  deaths,  4  occurred  under  1  week  of  age.  The 
marked  rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  occurred  because  in 
1 964  there  were  3  deaths  in  257  births  while  in  1 965  there  were 
5  deaths  in  271  births.  Small  figures  tend  to  give  an 
unbalanced  picture.  The  four  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  week 
were  due  to  prematurity.  This  is  one  of  the  major  causes  of 
neonatal  deaths  and  the  reason  for  its  occur  ranee  is  often 
obscure.  There  was  only  one  still  birth  and  again  no  maternal, 
deaths.
